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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to communications: application filed 9/1/2000; 
amendment filed 7/12/2004, 3/2/2005, and 8/1 1/2005. Claims 11-14 and 15-16 have been 
cancelled. Claims 17-20 have been amended and claims 34-42 have been added. Claims 1, 3- 
10, 17-20, and 27-42 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,3-10, 17-20, and 27-42 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement 
of reasons for allowance. The present invention is directed to a method and security enclosure 
for detection of intrusion into electronic assemblies, and more particularly, to the retention of a 
security enclosure capable of detecting such intrusions. 

More specifically, independent claims 1,17, and 27 recite similar claim language identifying 
uniquely distinct features: providing an electronic assembly and further enclosing the assembly 
in a tamper respondent wrap, where the wrap forms fold lines at a first and second end of the 
assembly. Then further placing the enclosed assembly in a fixture where the fixture comprises a 
base upon which the assembly rests, a first stationary arm mounted on the base holding the fold 
lines at the first end of the assembly, a second arm slidably mounted on the base, and a traversing 
mechanism to bias the second arm toward the fold lines at the second end of the assembly and 
heating the enclosed assembly. The closest prior art, MacPherson, U.S. Patent No 5,539,379, 
discloses a security enclosure with an inner enclosure defined by an electrically insulating sheet 
carrying a layer of electrically responsive material on an outer side, the sheet being folded and 
having edges in overlapping relation and adhered to one another to define the inner enclosure. 
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However, MacPherson does not does not teach the wrap forming fold lines at a first and second 
end of the assembly, nor does MacPherson teach the placing the enclosure in a fixture and using 
two arms to bias toward the fold lines and further heating the assembly. The prior art, taken 
singly or in combination, fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the limitation of applicant's 
independent claim, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be 
proper. The claimed invention is therefore considered to be in condition for allowance as being 
novel and nonobvious over prior art.
